PRESENTED A ' STRONG PROTEST" NOTE TO SOVIET AMBASSADOR TOLSTIKOV 
REGARDING A MAY 9 BORDER INCIDENT ALONG THE USSURI RIVER. THE 
CHINESE NOTE. TERMING THE SOVIET ACTION A "MILITARY PROVOCATION," 
INDICATES THAT THE SOVIETS DISPATCHED A HELICOPTER, 18 

MILITARY BOATS, AND ABOUT 30 SOVIET TROOPS; CHASED AND TRIED TO 
ROUND UP CHINESE INHABITANTS, "SHOOTING CONTINUALLY AND WOUNDING 
A NUMBER OF THEM" AND SEIZING 14 CHINESE; AND PENETRATED 4 
KILOMETERS IN CHINESE TERRITORY. NOTING THAT THE INCURSION 
OCCURRED WHEN THE SINO-SOVIET BORDER NEGOTIATIONS HAD JUST 
RESUMED, THE PROTEST DEMANDS AN APOLOGY, PUNISHMENT FOR THE
